The administration, howev er, 
sees things differently.

The criticism is not all nega­ 
tiv e.

Modern Teaching Methods 
Buoy Student Achievement 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — 
Experiments with new teaching 
techniques produced improved 
student achievement and better 
attendance, according to a sur­ 
vey of Ohio school superin­ 
tendents. 
The survey, conducted by the 
Commission on Public School 
Personnel Policies, showed that 
more than two-thirds of the dis­ 
tricts in the state are trying 
new techniques, including team 
teaching and use of teacher 
aides. 
Some 63 per cent of the super­ 
intendents responding said im­ 
proved student achievement re­ 
sulted from the new techniques, 
and 23 per cent reported im­ 
proved student attendance. 
The commission sent ques­ 
tionnaires to all 631 school su­ 
perintendents in the state, with 


J 422. or 67 per cent, responding. 
Seventy per cent of the super­ 
intendents said they favored 
changes in the traditional one- 
teacher - per - classroom public 
I school setup. 
The survey results 
forfeited 
earlier commission recommend­ 
ations for greater flexibility in 
school staffing. 
Commission Chairman Steph­ 
en Stranahan of Toledo called 
the survey a “ gratifying con­ 
firmation that Ohio is ready, in­ 
deed eager, to break out of 
time-worn molds and establish 
classroom patterns which meet 
the needs of our children and 
their teachers." 
The 16-member commission Is 
made up of civic and business 
leaders. The body’s activities

by contributions 
from nine Ohio foundations.

The system would use known 
methods of disposal, but would 
return nutrients to the soil rath 
er than flush them into Lake 
Erie. Harsha. ranking Republi­ 
can on the House Public Works 
Committee, said the bill directs 
the Corps of Engineers to devel­ 
op a pilot waste management 
program “for the rehabilitation 
and 
environmental repair of 
Lake Erie." 
The proposal calls for send­ 
ing sewage 
from 
Cuyahoga, 
Lake, Geauga, Summit, Port­ 
age, Medina and Lira in coun­ 
ties to either Columbiana Colin 
ty, to the southwest, or Rich­ 
land County, to the southeast.

Women's Groups Ask Court To OK Medical Abortions 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Sev­ 
en women’s groups and several 
well-known women have asked 
Hie Supreme Court to protect 
“the right of reproductive au­ 
tonomy" by permitting medical 
abortions 
everywhere 
in the 
United States. 
In a friend-of-court brief in 
cases from Georgia and Texas, 
the organizations and 47 wom­ 
en, 
including 
anthropologist 
Margret Mead, said they were 
not advocating abortion as a 
necessarily desirable solution to 
personal or social problems. 
“We do contend, however," 
they said through an attorney, 
“that each woman has the right 
to make the decision for her­ 
self, unimpeded by restrictive 
laws" except for those 
regu­ 
lating the practice of medicine. 
Later this year the court will 
hear arguments on the Georgia 
and Texas cases whose central 
issue la whether states may 
continue to say which abortions 
are legal and whichh are 
not. 
Before that, however, the court 
must decide if It has jurisdic­ 
tion to rule.

They said through 
lawyer 
Norman G. Zarky of Los Angel­ 


es that “the right of reproduc­ 
tive autonomy—the right to de­ 
cide when and where to have 
children—is at least equal to 
and in most instances even 
more deserving of recognition" 
than various civil rights al­ 
ready protected by the court in­ 
cluding 
racial 
intermarriage 
and the right of a poor person 
to sue for divorce. 
The brief said fundamental 
rights of women are in conflict 
with the laws of nearly all 
states.

Baird has had conflicts with the 
law in other states where he 
has lectured, and once served a 
jail term in Boston.
